The  Catholic  School  Closing. 

Notwithstanding  thw  stormy  weather,  a 
Inrg*  audience  gathered  in  the  Hall  of  tlie 
school  connected  with  the  Church  of  the 
Sin  tv  I  H»*«rt,  Wednesday  evening,  the  oc¬ 
casion  l*dug  the  closing  exercises  of  the 
school.  At  tlie  appointed  hour  one  of  the 
pupl's  took  her  position  at  the  piano  and 
commenced  playing  a  march.  The  signal 
being  given  by  one  of  the  Ceaehers,  about 
60  hoys,  arranged  according  to  size,  and 
about  the  same  number  of  girls,  dressed 
in  white,  marched  up  the  centre  Isle  of  the 
Hall  and  gathered  on  the  stage,  where 
they  all  joiner]  in  singing  the  opening 
chorus  entitled  Greeting  Glee.  They  then 
marched  to  seats  assigned  them  Ln  the 
front  part  of  .the  Hall. 

A  humorous  dialogue  entitled.  Who  is 
to  Blame,  in  which  master  and  servant 
might  be  termed  “sixes,”  afforded  much 
amusement  to  t/  e  audience.  A  duet  en¬ 
titled  The  Wind  and  tlie  Harp  was  well 
rendered  by  two  girl  pupils. 

The  Peasant  Queen,  a  dialogue  in  two 
acts,  in  which  a  number  of  girls  partici 
paled  and  which  was  designed  to  teach  a 
number  of  moral  lessons,  was  well  carried 
out.  two  of  the  characters,  tlie  servant  and 
a  mischief* making  old  maid,  especially 
distinguishing  themselves  A  solo,  Some 
day  I’ll  wander  back  again,  sung  by  a  lit¬ 
tle  boy  was  loudly  applauded. 

One  of  the  most  effective  scene  of  the 
evening  was  the  march  around  the  May 
Pole.  A  pillar  was  erected  in  the' centre 
of  the  stage,  Ami  attached  to  its  top  were 
long  strips  of  different  colored  material 
resembling  ribbon.  Eight  of  the  largest 
girls  took  hold  of  these  strips  and  formed 
a  circle  as  far  from  the  pillar  as  the  bands 
of  ribbon  would  allow.  Under  this  canopy 
a  circle  of  smaller  girls,  dressed  In  fancy 
colors,  decorated  with  bells  and  spangles, 
and  carrying  wmiths  of  dowers,  was 
formed.  Keeping  time  with  the  music  of 
the  piano,  these  little  girls  performed  a 
circuitous  march  and  executed  several 
figures,  finally  gathering  close  to  the  base 
of  the  piller.  The  lip-ger  girls  then  marched 
and  counter  march  d  aroufid  the  pillar, 
entwining  the  various  colored  ribbons 
about  it  in  regular  form  and  presenting  a 
beautiful  scene.  Reversing  tue  order  of 
march  the  ribbons  were  unwound  and  the 
canopy  again  formed,  while  the  curtain 
went  down  amid  the  enthuiustic  applause 
of  the  audience. 

The  National  Guard  was  a  regimental 
drill  ace  mpanied  by  singing,  and  was  per¬ 
formed  by  a  company  of  boys  In  uniform. 
Their  num  bing  displayed  careful  traiuing 
and  was  well  executed.  A  recitation  by 
one  o®the  girls  entitled  Death  makes  all 
men  Brothers,  was  effectively  rendered 
In  the  chorus  See-Saw,  rendered  by  the 
school,  a  regular  see-saw  was  erected  ou 
the.  platform,  with  two  little  girls  on  one 
end  and  two  little  boys  ou  the  other,  they 
went  up  and  down  keeping  time  with  the 
music.  A  dialogue  in  which  the  traditional 
trials  of  the  little  school  children  were 
portrayed,  was  well  performed  by  a  com¬ 
pany  of  little  girls.  An  operetta  entitled 
Grandma's  Birthday,  in  which  the  school 
participated,  was  highly  appreciated. 

1  he  entertainment  closed  with  a  chorus 
by  tlie  school  entitled  Gently  Sighs  the 
Breeze,  and  the  audience  dispersed  ex¬ 
pressing  themselves  well  pleased  with  the 
evening’s  performance. 

At  Intel vals  in  the  program,  the  paster 
of  the  church  read  the  reports  of  the 
school  for  the  past  term.  At  the  close  he 
made  an  address  and  distributed  diplomas 
to  the  following  scholars  :  Gertie  O’Brien, 
William  Vaugiiu,  Rosa  Noone,  Michael 
Gleenon,  Aggie  Quinn,  John  Durr,  Ella 
Kielly,  Lizzie  Finnegan

A  m<"Ul 
of  m <fl  pine  in  made  the  full  aiae  < <1  the 
l**at.  the  lk>w  eml  lieing  of  two  pier** 
which  can  lw  detach**  L  The  paper 
in  delivered  in  long  rolls;  the  model 
is  turned  u|«iide  down  on  a  long 
frame ;  fine  narrow  strip  of  pajs-r  and 
then  a  second  are  first  laid  on  where 
the  k(«l  would  he,  and  then  one,  two, 
three,  four,  five  sheets  are  successive 
laid  along  and  molded  done  to  the 
model,  each  as  it  is  put  on  being  coat 
ed  with  shellac  and  with  glue  to  at¬ 
tach  the  next  sheet  closely  to  it.  Thus 
done  up  in  |»per,  the  models  are  ta 
ken  to  a  drying  room,  where  a  heat  of 
aU>ut  150  deg.  F.,  continued  for  five 
days,  consolidates  the  glued  pajier  in 
to  a  solid  mass.  The  movable  pieces  <  >f 
wood  at  the  bow  are  unscrewed  and 
taken  out,  and  with  this  place  for 
start  it  is  as  easy  to  peel  the  boat  off 
the  model,  as  peach  skin  off  a  fresh 
peach.  .  A  keel  is  now  fastened  inside 
the  boat,  several  extra  layers  of  shel 
lac  are  put  on  outside  and  inside,  a 
strip  of  wood  is  fastened  in  for  a  gun 
wale,  and  the  shell  is  presently  ready 
fur  its  seats  aud  outriggers.  They  are 
mostly  racing  shelsl,  from  single  scull 
up  to  eight-oar,  but  one  boat  has  been 
built  as  large  as  forty-two  feet  long 
by  four  feet  four  inches  beam,  to  hold 
forty-two  persons,  this  of  course,  being 
stayed  by  wooden  rilw;  anil  a  steam 
launch  nineteen  feet  long,  worked  by 
one  horse  power  oil  engine,  boat  and 
engine  together  weighing  but  430  lbs. 
was  last  Fall  successfully  ruu  at  i 
8]>eed  of  about  ten  mills  per  hour  ou 
the  upper  Hudson.  The  cost  is  some¬ 
thing  above  that  of  wood.  The  single 
scull,  21£  feet  long  by  10^  inches 
beam,  costs  from  $G5'  to  $100;  the 
eight-oared  shell,  about  sixty  feet  Ion*, 
by  twenty-four  inches  wide  costs  $400. 
It  is  an  interesting  fact  that  the  rae 
ing  shells  of  Harvard,  Yale  aud  Co¬ 
lumbia  in  1887  were  all  from  the  same 
model  from  this  shop,  so  that  the  con¬ 
test  was  entirely  one  of  skill  on  even 
terms. — Harper's  Magazine.
